- commandednot any thing con- 
cerning the Maſle : the Apoſtles 
haue not ſpoken one word thereof, 
Nay further, a man ſhall not finde 
this word <Maſſe thoroughout the 

wholeneworold Teſtament. 
Now then, if the Miafle were of 
ſuch great waight and importance, 
as ſome account itto bee : ſaying, 
that without it we cannot be ſaued, 
& that heis condemned which be- 
lecucthnot inthe Maſle,and that all 
they muſt nceds die which will not 
goe vntoit : the Apoſtles ſhoulde 
orcatly haue failed 1n forgetting & 
omitting ſucha poynt ; foraſmuch 
asthey haue ſpoken of many things 
which ſeeme notto beeof fo great

Lord Icſus Chriſt,368.did putinto 
the Maſle the Confiteor &c, 

Gelaſius of Aﬀerick, who(as Naw- 
clerus (aith) was made Biſhoppe of 
Rome in the yere 415. made the 
hymnes,collects,re{ponſes, the gra- 
duals,and prefaces of the maſle,and 
ſet all in order, and added ynto the 
Maſle,Yert dienum, & inſtumeſt.c5c. 

Symachws alſo,who was biſhop of 
Rome in the yere of our Lord,502. 
was loth to forget, butlikewiſe ad- 
ded his patch: for he ordeyned that 
cucrie Cndorcind ſolemn feaſt day 
of the Martyres, they ſhouldeſing 
Gloriain excelſis deo,&c. 

Pelagins allo, being Biſhoppe of 
Romecirthe yeare1 58. hee added | 
thereunto his peece: for heeadded *ThisPope 
the commemoration, or remems 
brance forthe dead. | : &in 

*Gregoriethe firſt madethe ſinging his time it 
in the quire, and the tuning orſet: gnecof the 


ting Maſlc,

ting of the Maſle. Alſo he ordeined 
thar the Xyrielieſon , and the Alelaia 
ſhould be ſong ninetimes,and that 
the Pater noſter ſhould be ſong with 
alowd voyce,ouerthe conſecrated 
Hoſt, and he added ynto the canon 
of the maſle, Dies noſtres in tuapace 
diſponas. 

Sergius,who was in theyere 588. 
he ordeyned that theſe words, Ag- 
nw Deiſhould be ſong three times 
in the Maſle,before the breaking of 
the bread, 

Grezoriethe third, he ſecretly ad- 
dedvntothe maſle, Quorum alemni, 
14s hodie in conſpettu tus maieſtatis ce- 
lebratur , Domine Deus noſter , in toto 
orbe terrarum. 

Nicholas the firſt of thatname, 
cauſed the ſequences to bee added 
to the maſſe. 

It.cannotbe denied,but that Szx- 
7ws, the firſt of thatname,added vn» 
to

ſenttus, ſanttus , Dominus Deus Saba-

Alexander the ſeuenth Biſhop -71,c hes; 
of Rome,in the time of Adrian the —_ 
Emperor ,in the yere120 . did now '© 
begin to violate and breake the or- 
dinance of Ic{us,and ordeynedthat 
the bread ſhould bewithoutleuen, (3%

This doth verie euidently & plain- 
ly prooue, that Ieſus Chriſt made 
not the Maſle, ſecing that ſo manic 
men haue motel in the ma- 
king thereof. 

Furthermore, this great addition 
or peece,7 erigitur EY 
which is one of the principall pee- - 
cesof the Maſle , in which portion 
is mention made of the Pope,of the 
Biſhop and of the King, dooth cui- 
dently prooue, that Ieſus Chriſt 
made not the Maſle : for in his time 
there was neither Popenor Biſhop. 

The communicants alſo, where- 
inis mention made of the holy vir- 
inc, of the apoſtles, andof manie 
| rao which werelong ſince the a- 
poſtles time, as Saint Cyprian, Lan- 
rence, Griſogon, Coſme, Damian, and 
others, 


others,doo plainly ſhewethatTeſus 
made not the Maſle, S.Peter pur 
not himſelfe in this number : for 
then they would haue ſaid, that hee 
had ſought his owne glorie. 

There is yet one ſpecial peeceof 
the Maſle, which beginneth thus, 
Nobis quoque peccatoribus, wherein is 
mention madeof certaine apoſtles 
and ſaints, both men and women 
mingled oneamongſtanother,as of 
S. Barbara, Perpetue, Agathe, Lucie, 
Agnes, Cectlie, &c. who came, and 
were in the world, along time ſince 
the death & ſuffering of our Lord. 
So farre of was he from making the 
Maſle,which ſome affirme: that we 
may eaſilic ſee the contrarie, as ap- 
pcareth by that which hath bin al- 
readie ſaid. 

As for thoſe wordes which they 
call Sacramentall wordes , to wit, 
Hoc eit corpus menm : they doo wo

ſortmakefor the Maſſe, For when ' 
Teſus Chriſt ſaid,7 his is my bodie,this 
# my blood : his purpoſe was notto 
fay,as doo the Priefles, which giue 
men to vnderſtand thus,to wit;that 
the breadis not anic longerbread, 
and that thewine is notanie longer 
wine, butare changed intothe true 
ſubſtance of the fleſh and bloud of 
Ieſus : bur faith ſimplyand plainly 
T hisis my body,and calleththe bread 
& wine, in the holie Supper, his bo» 
dy &bloud, in the ſame ſence that 
before he called the Paſchall Lamb 
by the name of the Paſſouer,faying 
inS. Luke, 1 haue earneſtly deſired to 
eat this Paſſouer with you. Nowe wee 
know well enough that the Lambe 
was not the Paſſouer, but itwas a 
true Sacrament of it, that is toſay, 
thetrue viſible figne of that deliue- 
rance which God wrought for his 

people 
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cople I-aelin Eeypt, 
354 ter that oy Chriſt had ea- 
ten the Lambe with his Apoſtles, 
which Lamb he called the Paſſeoner, 
for the reaſon and cauſe aforeſayd: 
now at that veric ſame time, hee or- 
dained the holy Supper to ſucceed, 
the Lambe beingthe Sacrament of 
the olde Teſtament, which was to 
haue an endeathis death and paſſi- 
on : andcalled the bread his bodie, 
&the wine his bloud;as if heſhould 
haue ſaid, Thaue at this Feaſt caten 
with you the Paſchall Lamb,which 
Lambe was appointed of my Fa- 
therin remembranceof that deliue- 
rancethat healready made foryour 
fathers in Egypt : but this newe Sa* 
crament which appoint vnto you, 
is the Sacramentof my bodie & of 
my blood, which is gtuen foryou - 
onthe Croſſe, todeliuer you from 
cuerlaſting death : and asthe Lamb

Ieſus Chriſt, to wit, 1willnot drinke 
hencefoorth of the fruite of the Vine, 
that hee himſelfe cate the Supper 
with his Apoſtles: it then the bread 
werechaunged into his bodie, and 
the wine into his blood(as many af- 
firme) then ſhoulde leſus Chriſt 
hauceaten himſelf,which isa mon» 
ſtrous abſurditie to ſay. 
Furthermore, in ſaying , This is 
any bodie, we are to take heede how 
wevnderſtand theſe words, not ac- 
cording tothe letteror carnally;for 
hee that will take them ſo (as ſome 
would) ſhould make Icſus Chriſta 
lyar, and which ſhould hauefaida 
ting which could not bee accom- 


liſhed: for, giuing the bread, hee 
Fad. his is my bodiewhich is giuen for 
you,Gc.and yet the bread was not 
hangedon thecroſle for ys. 
Therefore, to the ende that wee 
bee not deceiued yur are totaks

rite quickeneth , the words which I ſay 
Unto you, are ſpirite and life. 

Soalfo, Icſus Chriſt js notakind 
of flcſhly meate to nouriſh our bo- 
dics;but is akindof ſpiritual meate 


/ for to giue life vnto our Soules, 


which arc nouriſhed cuen by the 
yerie {ubſtaunce of Icſus Chriſt in 
the holy ſupper:althoughin reſpect 
of hiabodkhee beeon high in the 


heauens, as the article of our Chri- 
ſtian faith teacheth vs : which is 
doncby the meanes of faith, which 
is,a5 it were the mouth of the ſoule. 
Neitherisitneedful,thathe ſhould 
bodely delcend vnto vs here below

ment vntoour ſoules,no miorethan 
it isncedfull that the Sunnce ſhould 
comedowne, which withoutanie 
paſſing our of his ſet place, ceaſerhy 
not therefore to make vs partakers 
of his heate & light ::1o is it with 
Chriſt; otherwitc, itwould betta 
ſmall purpoſeto layholdon the in- 
comprehenſible vertne and power 
of Icſus Chriſt.

For, a Sacrament (as they 
themſelucs cannotdenie) is afigne 
of a holie thing, ſo that the ſigne is 
not the thing it ſelfe. There is a 
very great difference betweene the

Thetruth of the Sacranient; is 
this, Icſus Chriſt crucified tor/our 
ſinnes; the ſfigne is this, Breadand 
Wine, whichare called the Bodie 
and blood inthe Supper : becauſe 
they are the true and vndoubted 
fignes of the bodice and bloud of 
Chriſt: as itisa phraſe verie viuall, 
not onely in the holy Scriptures, 
butalſoin prophane authors, that 
the name of a thing is put for the 
ſigne, which repreſenteththe thing 
itſelf.In like maner, whethe prieſts 
ſay,thatthe bread and wine inthe 
Supper doo by vertue of the Sacra» 
mentall wordes (asthey callthem) 
looſe the true ſubſtaunce of Bread 
and of wine tobe changed into the 
true ſubſtaunce of fleſh and blood 
(which thing conſiſteth onely in 0+ 
pinion,andnotin experience)here- 
in wee fay that they deſtroye the 

Truerh of a Sacrament, and wet

uerſe and frowarde opinion po

As indeede they are notable to 
prooue this word CMaſſe, through- 
out the whole holy Scripture, ney- 
ther yetthatthe holy Prophets and 
Apoſtles did atanie time vicit : fo 
ſhallthey neuer bee able roprooue 
this word Tranfſubitanteation{that is 
to ſay, the chaunging of one ſub» 
ſtance into. another) by noauthor, 
cither Grecke or Latine ; bur tharir 
is a word thattheſchootkemen haute 
forged & coynediin their own fan» 
talte. Now,if theyhereups alledge

Andif that God the Fatherand 
his ſonne Tefus Chriſthad:knowen 
thatſuch good thinges ſhould haue 
beene ſo applied for the ſaluation 
of this poore world, they no doubr 
had been ſufficiently wiſe to haue 
giuennotice and commandement 
of them, and not to haueleftthem

The firſt Argument. 
Verydiuine ſeruice,inſtituted 
by the authority of man, with 


out theworde of God, is wic- 
ked: the facrifice of the maſſe hath 


no commandement from God, for --* ** 


Chriſt in his ſupper commaunded 
pone otherthing , but the commu- 
nionand participation of his bodie 
and blood, as the Euangeliſtes doo 
ſhew, and as S.P«awe doth witnes r. 
Cor.11. 24,25. For theſe words, take, 
eate, drinke, cannot bee vnderſtood 
of anic other thing, ſauing of that 
whereunto they tend:to wit, ofthe 
bodie and blood of Chrift,which 
arc offered ynto the faithful. 
Anobieftion of the Papifts. ; 
Chrihi and his Apoitles tawght more 
Cz - thing 


things than are writ ; ſo that we are wot 
oncly to beleeue that which is in the Bi- 
ble : but manie moe things are to bee be- 
leeued which the Church hath receined - 
and approoued, which yet notwithſtan- 
ding, arenotexpreſſedin the ſcripture. 
The Anſwere. 
Itis a blaſphemous ſpeach,to ſay 
thatthe Scripture is not abſolute & 
ec, For, as for thatthatS. 1ohrs 
aith,to wit,that Jeſus did manic other 
things.which are not written: he after- 
wardsaddeth, that there is nothing 
omitted that concerneth ourſalua- 
. tion, laying, T heſe things are written 
that yee might beleewe, that Teſs ts that 
Chri#t, that Sonne of God, and that in 
beleening yee _ haue life thorough 
his name. So dooth Cyrillexpound 
this place in his twelfth book chap. 
68.ſaying ; All thinges are done by the 
Lord : but thoſe onely are writ, which 
ſuffice both for manners & for doctrine.

the Afts of the Apoſtles, ſpeaking 
of all the words _ acts of Chriſt; 
doth not ſay, Ihaue writ all : but, 
haue writ all thatts _—_— unto ſal. 

So S.Paulinthe ſecondeto 
T imothie,Chap 3.15. faith , That the 
Scripture i able to make a man wiſe vn- 
zo ſalwation, through the faith which «s 
in Chriſt leſus .

eth; therefore of neceffitic itmuſt 
llow,that the Maſſe muſt bee a {a- 
crifice with blood.
